Tho disastrous. fire which. occurred at 
the wharf and godowns ‘of . Messrs, 
Melchers & Co, at Pootung on Saturday 
night is probnbly the greatest ever oxperi- 
enced here. In spectacular effect it is 

dcertainly without parallel; and at. one 
period of the conflagration the whole of 
the shipping on that side of the river Was 
endangered, whilo sorioug loss of Hie was 
only avoided by the narrowest of margins, 

The outbréak originated. at the. roar 
part of a ‘fede forming a huge block, 
and specially ‘coristructed for the storago 
of inflaramable enrgo, Stored away in 
the buildings was an immense quantity. of 
paraffin wax. used in the manufacture of 
Price’s candles, wood oil, hemp, grain,
